SYMPTOMS AFTER EATING 

The old Puritans had an idea that the enjoy- 
ment of food was a sin, but such an idea is obvious- 
ly wrong since it is easy to prove that an apprecia- 
tion of good flavors is one of the best digestive 
tonies. It is easy to demonstrate with an x-ray 
machine that the digestive system is hampered 
when one is anxious, irritable, or fearful, and that 
the digestion improves when one is in a contented 


and happy frame of mind 

Those who have suffered from digestive dis- 
turbances for any length of time usually develop 
the habit of looking for unpleasant symptoms dur- 
ing or after eating. In many cases this mental 
attitude is so strongly pronounced that the normal 
enjoyment of a meal is thwarted. Upon sitting 
down to a meal one should cast out every distress- 
ing or unpleasant thought and allow the mind to 
Gwell on the enjoyment of eating and pleasing 
topics. There is no doubt but that the conscious 
or unconscious expectations of digestive trouble 
will in itself often produte unpleasant symptoms 
which will not abate until this bad habit has been 
overcome.
